The state of Israel, 
founded in 1948, was 
then the British man- 
date of Palestine, and 
they were ironically 
eliminated by Egypt 
on an 11-2 aggregate. 

They were back in 
the hunt four years 
later, this time bowing 
out to Greece in a 
single tie. 

Before gaining state- 
hood, a team from 
Palestine also toured 
Australia — in 1939 — 
where they played 19 
games for 10 wins, 
three draws and six 
losses. 

Five of the matches 
were ‘‘tests’’ against 
Australia, who won 
7-5 and 2-1 in Sydney, 
2-1 in Brisbane and 4-1 
in Newcastle. The 
teams drew 4-4 in Mel- 
bourne. 

Isrdel were included 
in the European zone 
qualifiers in 1950 and 
1954, and twice were 
knocked out by Yugo- 
slavia.

Grounds for complaint 


experiencing a period of traumatic

ENGLISH Soccer is currently 
change after decades of stagnation. 


This has been 
brought on by the 
crisis which followed 
the twin tragedies of 
Bradford and Brussels 
in 1985, which them- 
selves seemed to be 
the crystallisation of 
growing public distaste 
and even disgust with 
what Soccer had be- 
come in England. 

The accelerating de- 
cline in attendances 
throughout the 1970s 
and 80s (now arrested, 
if not reversed) finally 
forced a rethink of 
Soccer’s problems in 
boardrooms all round 
the country. 

With their traditio- 
nal source of income, 
gate money, now so 
severely reduced, new 
ideas were obviously 
needed if clubs were to 
survive with reason- 
able prospects for the 
future. 

Perhaps the most in- 
teresting way to assess 
what has happened 
since then is to take a 
look at the changes 
wrought in football's 
physical environment 
— its stadiums. 

Conditions at Bri- 
tain’s football grounds 
have long been a cause 
for shame. 

Far too long, facili- 
ties which were built 
for the needs of the 
1930s, or earlier, were 
considered acceptable 
for crowds into the 
seventies and eighties 
despite the massive 
shift in living standards 
and expectations in the 
intervening years. 

Crumbling terraces 
exposed to the ele- 
ments and decaying 
stands, accompanied 
by minimal (to put it 
politely) catering and 
toilet facilities were 
the stark outward signs 
of football's long-stan- 
ding indifference to 
the needs of its con- 
sumers, the suppor- 
ters. 

Attempts to rectify 
the situation through 
spectacular rebuilding 
projects in the 1970s 
proved a disaster as 
economic recession 
and sharply declining 


The grandiose 
stands built at 
Molineux (Wolver- 
hampton), Bramall 
Lane (Sheffield United) 
and Chelsea’s Stam- 
ford Bridge, for exam- 
ple, almost caused the 
complete collapse of 
the clubs involved, and 
all three are still strug- 
gling with the financial 
after-effects to this 
day, not to mention 
the terrible damage 
done (at Wolves and 
Chelsea in particular) 
to the esthetic unity of 
their grounds. 

The follies of the 
mid-70s white 
elephants stand as an 
eloquent warning to 
those who are now 


radically altering the 
stadiums of the late 


80s. 
Divisions 

The response to this 
challenge from the 
men who run Britain’s 
clubs has been, on the 
whole, sadly unim- 
aginative and destruc- 
tive. 

Rather than attemp- 
ting to improve the 
situation for all 
supporters as part of a 
concerted effort to 
make the game more 
attractive to a wide 
range of people, they 
have instead opted to 
create two classes of 
supporters. 

A tiny majority of 
wealthy or well-con- 
nected followers have 
had their every need 
catered for, while the 
great mass of ordinary 
fans in the stands and 
on the terraces con- 
tinue to be neglected. 

In fact, in many, of 
the cases, conditions 
have worsened in re- 
cent years with the 
widespread erection of 
obstructive fences 
obscuring the view 


from __ previously 
adequate vantage 
points. 


The means to bring 
about this division has 
been the proliferation 
of luxury ‘executive’ 
boxes, constructed as 
part of new stands, or 
incorporated awk- 
wardly into old and 
well-loved structures, 

The most extreme 
examples of this phe- 
nomenon have been at 
Luton’s Kenilworth 
Road ground, and 
Tottenham's famous 
White Hart Lane. 

As part of the 
changes made possible 
by the introduction of 
their controversial ban 
on away fans in 1986, 
Luton demolished an 
old-standing enclosure 
which took up one 
whole side of the 
ground, and replaced 
it with a line of luxury 
boxes, complete with 
patio for sunny days! 

Spurs, not content 
with the income from 
72 boxes in their new 
West Stand, have now 
added another 36 on 
the opposite side of the 
ground, replacing the 
standing area known 
as the ‘Shelf’, for de- 
cades the most popular 
part of the ground for 
their loyal supporters. 


Despite vehement 
protests from the fans, 
the plan went ahead 
last (northern summer). 

The wholesale trans- 
formations to the 
character of these 
grounds has been repe- 
ated on a lesser scale at 
many other clubs. 

Tottenham's North 
London neighbours 
Arsenal, for example, 
have this season made 
the first substantial 


alteration to their 
Highbury ground since 
the 1930s by construc- 
ting a row of boxes 
above the open Clock 
End terrace. 

Now even Wemb- 
ley, whose condition 
has been a disgrace for 
many years, is joining 
in, replacing terracing 
with seats and boxes, 
reducing its capacity 
from 100,000 to 
87,000. 


Privatisation 

This obsession with 
private boxes has a 
purely financial mo- 
tive, of course. 

Clubs would rather 
attract revenue from a 
few rich individuals or 
(more often) businesses 
than go to the trouble 
of finding out why it is 
that they are gradually 
losing the support of 
their traditional audi- 
ence, and trying to do 
something about it. 

While this may seem 
Jogical from a financial 
point of view in the 
short-term, the con- 
sequences of alienating 
whole sections of sup- 
port can only be 
guessed at. 

Taken in conjunc- 
tion with the proposed 
new identity card 
scheme, the future 
seems ever more likely 
to be one of emptying 
terraces and clubs be- 
coming ever more de- 
pendent on revenue 
from luxury boxes, 
sponsorship and TV...” 

No doubt, clubs rich 
enough to be able to 
install boxes (and 
successful enough to 
keep them filled) see ~ 
this as a reasonable 
Proposition. 

However, football is 
about more than 
money. A game dep- 
rived of all the vitality 
and passion which 
well-filled grounds 
provide would not be 
one worthy of survival. 

This gloomy state 
has not yet been 
reached, but already 
there are sad by-pro- 
ducts of the attitudes 
which are leading that 


way. 
Some of Britain's 
greatest football 


grounds are being 
casually vandalised in- 
stead of carefully nur- 
tured and improved. 

The sense of tradi- 
tion and history in 
football should never 
be underestimated, 
and nor should the 
attachment of fans to 
their grounds.

IT came as little surprise that Ilija Dimoski 
was given his marching orders from Mel- 


bourne JUST last week. 


That club’s coach of 
just eight weeks had 
known for at least the 
final three of those that 
unless his potentially 
fine team showed some 
dramatic improvemnt 
he'd be out. 

It didn’t and he was. 

And as Dimoski mar-

Colombian 
scandal 


THE Oceania winner (hopefully the Soc- 
ceroos) meet the winner of Group 2 in 
South America (Paraguay, Colombia or 
Ecuador) on a home and away basis in 
November for the right to participate in 
the Italian-hosted World Cup finals in 


June/July 1990. 

Should the South 
American winner be 
Colombia, as 
favoured, the follow- 
ing article published in 
“The Guardian” spells 
out how Colombian 
football is run .. . and 
we thought we had 
problems with the 
West End National 
Soccer League and the 
various State 
Leagues!!! 

A new professional 
football season should 
have started in Col- 
ombia last month. 

But the kick-off has 
been postponed inde- 
finitely in a dispute 
that has pitted the 
government of Presi- 
dent Virgilio Barco 
and Colombia's sport- 
ing press against the 
country’s football 
clubs. 


At stake are allega- 
tions of bribing re- 
ferees and sloppy club 
accounts that led the 
government to sus- 
pend the new season 
pending the result of 
inquiries into the 15 
professional clubs of 
the Dimayor or First 
Division. 

But the underlying 
issue is the alleged role 
of leading drug traf- 
fickers in financing — 
and now perhaps dis- 
rupting — Colombian 
football. 


A decade ago, most 
Colombian football 
clubs were bankrupt. 

Their renaissance 
coincides with the 
boom in the illegal 
cocaine trade in which 
Colombia plays a cen- 
tral role. 

The involvement of 
drug money in “eight 
or nine”’ of the top 
football clubs is ‘vox 
populi”, according to a 
sports journalist. 

It was first de- 
nounced in 1983 by the 
then Justice Minister 


Mr Rodrigo Lara 
Bonilla. 3 

He was murdered by 
the Mafia shortly after- 
wards, 

Publicity and the 
fear of extradition to 
the United States then 
forced the drug traf- 
fickers underground. 

The name of Mr 
Gonzalo Rodriguez 
Gacha, who Washing- 
ton says is the No 3 
man in the Medelin 
cartel of cocaine traf- 
fickers, thus disap- 
peared from the list of 
shareholders of Mil- 


lionarios of Bogota’ 


after 1983. 
But when the team 
won last year’s 


championship, the 
players were invited to 
celebrate at a ranch 
owned by Mr Rodri- 
guez, according to a 
former club member. 

There are persistent 
claims — but no proof 
— that Mr Pablo Esco- 
bar, whom Washing- 
ton considers to be the 
world’s: top cocaine 
trafficker, is an impor- 
tant backer of Altetico 
Nacional, the leading 
club in Medallin. 

Nacional was pre- 
viously owned by Mr 
Herman Botero until 
he was extradited to 
the US in 1984 and 
convicted of launder- 
ing drug money. 

Mr Botero was once 
photographed at the 
touchline waving a 


wad of dollars, 
apparently at a 
Teferee. 


Most fans probably 
have no real objections 
to their club’s new be- 
nefactors. 

If there is now pub- 
lic concern, it may 
stem from a feeling 
that results are no 
longer being decided 
on the field. 

But no-one expects 
the start of the new 
season to be delayed 
for very long: 


SYDNEY Croatia, 
Sydney Olympic, 
South Melbourne, 
Marconi and either 
Preston or Wollon- 
gong Were my pre- 
season tips on the 
composition of 
this year’s West 
End National Soc- 
cer League top 
five. 

Marconi, I felt, 
would make the five 
but not win the 
championship because 
of Frank Farina’s abs- 
ence; Preston were the 
pick of the interstate 
clubs, South Mel- 
bourne could only im-

A date in May 
appears the earliest the 
match can be scheduled 
after the tournament 
program was thrown 
into disarray by a dou- 
ble postponement of the 
quarter-final.

“To go ahead with 
the matches would have 
risked damage to the 
playing surface which 
could have ruined the 
field for the rest of the 
season,’’ said QSF 
secretary Jim Gilbert. 

Gilbert had no choice 
but to push the tourna- 
ment schedule back a 
week. 

But with the XXXX 


tercity series — which is 
a lead-up to the 
announcement of the 
state team for the April 
25 clash with NSW — 
set to start on March 22, 
no spare mid-week 
dates were available to 
reschedule the final. 

“Some players would 
have found themselves 
involved in four match- 
es in a week, if we tried 
to squeeze the final in 
between the games 
already set down over 
the next few weeks,” 
Gilbert said. 

“Playing the pre-sea- 

son final in May certain- 
ly is far from desirable, 
but we had no other 
choice.” 
The move though is 
not without precedent, 
rain marred the event 
three years ago and the 
final was held later in 
the season. 

‘The constant threat of 
rain to the pre-season 
tournament, which is 
held during ‘Brisbane's 
statistically wettest 
month, has prompted 
calls for change. 

With sevens football 
becoming a popular pre- 
season activity in other 
codes, several Brisbane 
Soccer club officials 
have called on the QSF 
management committee 
to examine alternatives. 

Brisbane Lions 
secretary Lawrence 
Oudendyk has sug- 
gested a six-a-side in- 
door event along similar 
lines to the highly 
successful Super 6 
tournament held in 
Brisbane last year. 

The QSF already has 
been offered the use of 
the exhibition hall at the 
Brisbane Entertainment 
Centre to stage an in- 
door event. 

“I think there would 
be a lot of support for 
an Indoor Tournament 
involving the XXXX 
League and Division 
Two clubs as a pre-sea- 


son event,” Oudendyk 
said. 

“The event could be 
compacted into possibly 
four nights over three 
weeks in a round robin 
and then knockout 
situation. The beauty of 
the whole thing is that it 
would start and finish 
when it was supposed to 
and not drag on like the 
pre-season tournament 
has done several times 
in recent seasons. 

“The indoor game is 
fast and skill orientated, 
which would help shar- 
pen players for the start 
of the season. Obvious- 
ly teams will still need 
‘outdoor games, and the 
weekends would be left 
free for clubs to orga- 
nise their own trials 
against the opposition 
they wanted to play.
